The Program was a traditional conditional admissions program that was offered to 
students who applied for admission to the Law Center, but would have been waitlisted or denied 
admission entirely. Conditionally admitted students who participated in the Program took 
courses on the Law Center campus. If the conditionally admitted students were ultimately 
admitted to the Law Center, they received credit for the courses they completed. Because the 
courses were taken for credit, the cjourses (i) were offered over a traditional law school summer 
semester, Le. 8 to 9 weeks, (ii) pnovided full coverage of a general subject area, e.g. agency, 
criminal procedure, negotiable ir^ttuments, sales, etc., and (iii) were graded on a conventional

Under the Program, conditionally admitted students who achieved a grade of C or better 
in all of their courses and a cumulative G,P,A, of at least 2.5, were admitted to the Law Center 
The Program was substantially similar to conditional admissions programs that have been and 
are used by other colleges and universities.
